St. Petersburg. Dec. 3. via Berlin, 
Dec. 4.— Intense1 alarm prevails here. 
Communication with the outer world 
ceased 
when the Finnish operators 
Joined their Russian comrades. 
The embassies, legations and banks 
are hastily organizing courier services 
to both the Finnish and German fron­ 
tiers. 
The population is almost In a 
state of panic, fearing that u . j rail­ 
roads will stop running and that the 
inhabitants 
therefore 
will 
have 
no 
mode of flight in the event of the 
cataclysm which they seem to fear is 
Imminent. 
Stories of the spread of disaffection 
in the guard regiments are in every­ 
body’s mouth, and the revolutionaries 
continue to boast tnat the troops will 
no longer fire on the people. 
Newsboys are openly hawking fly 
sheets in the streets containing an 
account of an alleged revolt at Tsar- 
skoe Scio and crying out, “ The em­ 
peror’s palace guard has mutinied.” 
According to reliable information the 
only foundation for these stories is the 
arrest of the soldiers guard at Tsar- 
skoe Scio Thursday. 
Nevertheless in 
Their excited state the people give 
ready credence to all rumors, and this 
adds to the general alarm. 
The air is also filled with stories 
of the alleged revolution at the palace 
Friday, in which Grand Duke Boris 
is said to have attempted the life of 
the emperor. 
These stories likewise 
are untrue, but they prove that a rev­ 
olution in the palace is considered 
possible at any time. 
This situation has greatly Increased 
the dangers of a financial erash. 
The 
people, even the commercial interests, 
are withdrawing their money from the 
banks, converting it into gold, hoard­ 
ing It or demanding foreign exchange, 
whloh- the stat** bank Is issuing, upon 
the foreign balances of the govern­ 
ment. 
Exchange on London has risen 
to 9.50, over a rouble above the nor 
mal. 
The Associated Press has just learn­ 
ed from a high authority that the sit­ 
uation in the 
Baltic provinces has 
grown exceedingly grave and that the 
troops at Reval and neighborhood are 
in open mutiny. 
All attempts to se­ 
cure details of the uprising have thus 
far failed. 
According to reports the 
attitude of the troops in the Baltic 
provinces is regarded by the govern­ 
ment as the most dangerous factor 
that has thus far developed. 
A strike 
of the policemen and house porters of 
St. Petersburg is scheduled tor today. 
Count W ltte continues to refuse to 
deal with the telegraphers, declaring 
that for the government to yield would 
be equivalent to its abdication at their 
order. 
Nevertheless, the surrender of 
thp government to their demand for 
the dismissal of M. Durnovo, acting 
minister of the interior, Is regarded as 
Inevitable 
Instructions to the governors and 
the local authorities are being sent 
with great difficulty over the railroad 
telegraph linos. 
Reports have reached several of the 
Mnifc&dvf trf- nwKtav? wdbrvfcka-’h. Aho 
Baltic provinces, particularly at Re­ 
val, where the reservists are said to 
be in anon mutiny. 
Confirmation of 
the.* 
portsh cannot 
be obtained. 
Citizens

slav and Odessa have arrived here, 
bringing 
overwhelming 
evidence

prevent a catastrophe which may ex­ 
ceed anything that has yet occurred.

Paris, Dec. 4.— Undated dispatches 
from St. Petersburg, arriving by way 
of Eyfftkuhnen, East Prussia, give the 
following information: 
“ There is the 
greatest excitement among the sailors 
and the authorities have ordered the 
disarmament of the warships.

the demand of the sailors for release 
of a workman who was arrested while 
distributing revolutionary proclama­ 
tions.

— Nothing but 
preliminary work will engross the at­ 
tention of the senate the first week 
of the session. 
The senate is already 
organized, as it is a continuous body, 
and besides there was a Special ses­ 
sion last spring when tho new sena­ 
tor were sworn in. 
Senators Branda- 
gee of Connecticut, W arner of .Mis­ 
souri, Frazier of Tennessee and La 
Follette of Wisconsin took their oaths 
today. 
The two former had not been 
elected when the special session ad­ 
journed. 
There was a very short session to­ 
day, the senate adjourning out of re­ 
spect for the late Senator Platt of 
Connecticut as soon as the necessary 
formalities for the beginning of a new 
congress had been concluded. 
Tues­ 
day the presidents message will be 
received and read and Wednesday is 
likely to be devoted to the in tr o d u c ­ 
tion of bills. 
A short session will be 
held Thursday and the senate will 
then adjourn until the following Mon­ 
day. 
It is qijpe bk cly that a Republican 
caucus will be held Tuesday or W ed­ 
nesday for the purpose of authorizing 
the appointment of a committee to fill 
committee vacancies in the senate and 
for the selection of a steering commit­ 
tee for the session. 
It is not expected 
the committee vacancies will be filled 
very early in the session.
